Need  a  Little  Help? 

If  you  are  a  college  student,  or  a  prospective  college  student 
and  you  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance  to  begin  or  continue 
your  college  education,  you  may  be  able  to  borrow  up  to  $1,000 
a  year  through  the  Student  Loan  Program  or  the  National  De¬ 
fense  Student  Loan  Program. 

According  to  Dr.  Sterling  Surrey,  “NWMSC  can  now  say  to 
any  student  now  in  school  or  planning  to  attend  this  college, 
who  shows  reasonable  scholastic  ability  and  who  is  in  need  of 
financial  help — we  have  the  money  to  assist  you.” 

The  College  Student  Loan  Program  started  here  in  1949 
and  under  its  plan  more  than  2,400  loans  have  been  given. 
Under  the  federal  program  started  in  February  of  1959  over 
300  loans  have  been  made  and  the  school  is  committed  to  make 
an  additional  300  loans  this  school  year. 

The  Student  Loan  Fund  operates  the  College  Loan  Fund  and 
together  with  the  Federal  government  they  operate  under  the 
National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program. 

May  Borrow  $1,000 

A  student  may  borrow  as  much  as  $1,000  a  year  to  aid  him 
with  college  expenses.  Repayment  of  the  loan  begins  one  year 
after  the  borrower  ceases  to  be  a  full-time  student  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  within  10  years.  Part  of  the  loan  will  be  canceled  if  the 
student  becomes  a  public  elementary  or  secondary  school 
teacher. 

Donations  are  very  important  to  the  college  in  order  that 
the  loans  can  be  made.  For  every  one  dollar  the  school  can 
raise,  the  Federal  government  will  give  us  nine. 

Many  organizations  and  individuals  have  helped  in  the  past 
year  to  further  this  necessary  fund.  The  Kiwanis  Club,  here,  and 
the  Nodaway  Valley  Bank  each  donated  $100. 

The  Tivoli  theater  has  an  annual  loan  fund  benefit  show 
that  usually  brings  about  $300. 

A  member  of  the  faculty  who  asked  for  his  name  not  to  be 
mentioned,  gave  $150. 

Many  alumni  have  made  donations. 

Ugly  Man  Contest 

The  Alpha  Phi  Omega  service  fraternity  through  its  Ugly 
Man  contest  last  year  was  able  to  boost  the  fund  $203  worth. 

The  M-Club  made  a  gift  of  $50. 

Dean  Lundy,  a  recent  graduate,  who  was  aided  by  the  fund 
when  he  was  in  school,  donated  $75.  And  our  druggist  friend, 
also  an  alumni,  “Frosty”  Froman,  made  his  annual  contribu¬ 
tion— because  of  his  gifts  the  college  can  get  $700  of  Federal 
funds.

Parking  Regulations  Enforced 


A  new  approach  to  the  regu-’ 
lation  of  parking  students’  cars 
on  campus  is  being  taken 
through  the  joint  action  of  stu¬ 
dents  and  administration. 

During  the  past  year  the 
policy  was  to  allow  students  to 
regulate  themselves  concern¬ 
ing  the  parking  regulations. 
Due  to  poor  co-operation,  the 
situation  is  now  being  handled 
by  a  campus  policeman  with 
the  aid  of  the  APO.  This  organ¬ 
ization  will  make  periodic  auto¬ 
mobile  checks  to  determine 
whether  or  not  cars  are  regis¬ 
tered.

The 
penally  increases  from  one 
dollar  for  the  first  forty-eight 
hours,  during  which  time  stu¬ 
dents  have  the  privilege  of 
appealing,  to  an  amount  that 
is  increased  by  twenty  -  five 
cents  for  each  school  day  past 
the  forty-eight  hour  period.
